Changes regarding the care and use oi animals In ongoing actiwlres are not always being reported lo the IACUC so 
lhat the IACUC can perform itie required review and evaluation to determine whether i| can approve the proposed 
change in ihe activity.. Examples include: 

-An fACUC approved protocol on rabbits described the procedures as occurring in 1 eye. Upon reviewing ihe health 
records el the rabbets, the procedure is occurring m both eyes. Surgery m both eyes may increase ihu amount of pam 
and.'or distress that the rabbits wilt experience. There is no amendment to the protocol indicating the change in 
animal use. 

-Calves, that are maintained tied in a stanchion frr many days and are not able to make normal postural and social 
adjustment w Ih adequate Ineidum at movsrhsht Such as, Walking, ere not getting tfie treadmil exercise as described 
■n the IACUC approved protocot, Normal movement <s impodanl to the health and well being of animals, This change 
was not reported to the IACUC for review and evaluation for possible approval, 

The IACUC musl be aware of changes lo the protocols and evaluate them to determine whelher ihe modifealion is in 
accordance wilh ihe An.mal Welfare Ad, Standards, and Regulations and whether they can approve the modification.

(2} The use aF appropriate methods- to prevent, control , diagnose, end Irani diseases and injuries, end tthe 
availably of emergancy. weekend. and holiday care: 

The lacilily is not always using appropriate methods to treat wild subcutaneous fluids, pain medicalions. antibiotics, 
eye medications, or to monitor the animals during aneslheaa, even though ihey have established programs of 
veterinary cane. Examples include: 

-■A kitten was grven 10% dexlrose by subculaneous injection. The lACUC aoproved protocol states, "Any signs ol 
initial malnulrition or deflation will be treated with subcutaneous injections d no more Ihgn 5% glucose." 
Subcutaneous injections should not exceed a 5% concentration ol dextrose, as this may dehydrate the am i ia lurch ur 
and does not meet vetennary standards, The animat subsec uc-ntly died. 

-A non human primate was treated with Buprenorphme post- operatively and the interval between doses was greater 
than the recommended g 6- 1 2 hours. The next day after the surgical procedure, the animal only received an 06:40 
dc-sa that was almost 1 5 hours a heir Ihe previous dose Of Buprenafphirm. The animal may have been subsequently 
demonstrating pain when observed "not moving from comer Didn't eat very much." Pain medications musl be grven 
in a timely manner to prevent pafn. 

-Two p*gs are noled at the time of inspection lo be loe-louching to non-weighl bearing lame on the limbs that had a 
surgical procedure performed approximately 2 week* prior. One of ihe pigs has been noted as NOA (no- observable 
abnormalities) on its health record on this day and ihe other pig hac been examined by the veterinarian ihe day prior 
lor 'favoring" the rght rear leg, but analgesic therapy had not yet been initialed at almost i5;Q0. Earty r ecognition 
ard treatment ol pain and distress are important Ic the health and wellare of Ihe an; mats. 

—The veterinarian gave orders that a cal wiih a fever was to receive Amoxi t ml Hint x 7 days. The cal received 
Amdxi on 2/4/09 at 08:45 and 1 5 :2G; on 2/5 al OS :59 and f 5:50 ; Ml 2/B at 03:43 and 1 5:45; on 27 at 07 :G5 and 
1D:04: on 2/8 at 07 26 and 10:1 7 ; 2/9 at 09:05 and 17:05: and 2/10 al 03:4? and 1 5:21 . Some ol the nlsrvals are 15 
lo almost 23 hours apart- Another cat in (his same Study similarly received Amoxj at inappropriate intervals from 7/16 
22 00 for a sore on Ihe lip ol its longue. A wood rat is being traalad wiih the antibiotic Baytril BID. The intervals, 
between doses should be approximately 12 hours, bul is sometimes as greal as 20 hours Anitibiolics are not as 
effective when given at inappropriate intervals and this may endanger the animal. 

-A rabbit whose surgical eye procedure was performed i-£5-i 0 was to receive Polylr-.m 3 times a day tor one week 
and Pre Forte 3 times a day lor 5 days. Three times a day would mean apnmximatety 8 hours belween doses. On 
1/26/10. ihe rabbll only received the Prod Foils 2 times at 10:05 and 15:1 0 ard the Polytrim at 06:35, 05:58, and 
15:00, On subsequent days, the dosing intervals continued to be inappropriate and were given as ctese logether as 
3 doses in less than aid hour Span. Similar dosing schedules were used on 2 Other rabbits.

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-The facility is not always using appropriate methods to monitor procedures involving anesthesia A cat received the 
injectihle anesthetic at 13:38. It was monilored ait 1 4 :1 2 and 14:14 only, according to Ihe record. Esdubatinn 
occurred at 14:5?. Another cat evidently received inadequate anesthesia monitoring on 2.-T3rt)5. The IAGUC 
approved monitoring procedures require: 'Write in data at least every is minutes during surgery.' The Facility needs 
io follow the IAGUC approved procedures for monitoring I ho administration or anesthesia to ensure lha salely oF Ihe 
animal. 

The laciiily hoods to ensure lhal appropriate ^methods lo prevent, control, diagnose and treat diseases and injuries 
are consistently applied mduding the use of correct fluids, drug dosing intervals, prompt administration of pain 
Thieving dnjffSi and limety monitoring during anesthesia ,

-It was noted at the time OF inspection that Che primary eric use re oF guinea pigs was overcrowded. The Facility 
measured the enclosure while the USDA inspectors were on sile and agreed that ihe floor space did not mast AWA 
Standards Space requirements need to be Folipwed lo avoid problems to ‘Fie health of the animals that can occur 
with overcrowded conditions.

The lacilily is rot always ucing appropriate methods Id lreal with antib allies or 1o monitor the animals during 
amslhesla, even though they have established programs ol veterinary care Examples include: 

-An eleven day old kitten began a veterinarian prescribed iwioa daily irealmenl with Amoxicillin on 4/6 l'' 1Q. On 
4/7/10 , the Amoxicillin was given al 09 00 am and approximately 15:00. The ncxl dose was g ven on 4>'Q/10 at 
approximately {17:00 am. This is an interval of 1 6 hours between doses. Twice daily entibio:ic3 should be given ei 
intervals of approximately 12 hours. Antibiotics are not as effective when given al inappropriate intervale and ihls 
may endanger the animals, 


-A pr male was anesthetized for 2d minutes while ihe vetennanan sutured the primate's linger. No evidence ol 
monitoring during the procedure could tte furnished- The IACUC approved monitoring procedures require: "Write in 
date al least every 15 minutes during surgery." The lacilily heeds to lOllOw Ihe IACUC approved procedures lor 
monitorirg anesthesia to ensure the safety ol the animals. 

The lacilily needs to ensure Ihal approunaie methods lo prevent, coni ml, diagnose and treat diseases and injuries 
are consistently applied, mduding the use of oorreei drug dosing Intervals and appropriate moniloring during 
aresthesia. 

Previous correction date assigned on 6-24-20 1 0 was 'iron this point forward".

--The ladlily is not always using appropriate methods to prepare lor aseptic surgery. A Craniotomy on a primate was 
performed on 7/12,'lc In a surgery area mat had been used for another anrmai procedure several days earlier and not 
prepared afterwards as an aseptic surgery area. The I ACUC approved protocol for this procedure called for an 
sceptically prepared surgery area. Maintenance of an aseptic surgery room -s «mporlani during iria or operative 
procedures lo prevent ;nlecbon. The research facility shall mainlain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include the use of appropriate methods to prevent and control diseases suoh as aseptically prepared surgery areas 
lor major operative procedures.

-The facility has outdated drugs ready for use, not labeled as edited- and commingled with non-expired drugs. The 
expired drugs included Tepuin {expiration 1 CL''2O05), Trepicamtde Soluliart {Expiration 1 1/2007], Gonak (One wilh 
expiratfoon 9.'200B and one wilh expiration 4. , 2007). E xpired drugs may be inolfeclivc. texic, or conlaminaled wilh 
bacteria, and could injure the animals- The facility must establish and maintain programs cl adequate veterinary care 
lhal ensure drugs used on the animats are sale and atractive.

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containers lo prevent contam motion. Open food supp ies must be Kept in leakproof containers with lightly fitting lids 
to prevent spoilage and cdnlaminelion.
